IA, Pon the Deceaſe of His late Majeſty King Charles 
ET MWEZ the Second of ever Glorious Memory , So- 
veraign of the moſt Noble Order of the Garter, 
al on the 6th of February, 168;. without Lawtul 
* Iſſue, his Royal Highneſs Fames Duke of Tork, 
: onely Brother to His faid late Majeſty , and 
Knight'of the ſaid Moſt Noble Order, coming 
thereupon by rightof Succeſſion to be X;ng of 
this Realm and Soveraign of the ſaid Moſt No. 

bo he a» ble Order ; by which means His Stall as Duke 
of Tork became vacant. Ata Chapter of the ſaid moſt Noble Order held at 
Whitehall, in the Preſence of the Soveraign, on the Sixth day of May, 1685. 
and the Firſt Year of His Majeſties Reign ; the High and Mighty Prince 
Henry Duke of Norfo/k Earl Marſhal of England, was Eleted a Knight Com- 
panion of the ſaid Moſt Noble Order, being firſt Knighted by His Majeſty 
with the Sword of State, and then Inveſted with the rwo Principal En{igns 
of the ſaid Order , ſcsl. the George and Garter; the uſual Admonitions or 
Significations upon the ſaid Inveſtiture being pronounced by the Chancellor 
of the ſaid Order. | 

Firſt, upon His Majeſties putting on the George Pendant at a Sky-coloured 
Ribband about his Neck, the Admonizion enſuing was read tohim. 


Wear this Ribband about thy Neck , adoru'd with the Image of . the Bleſſed 
Martyr and Souldier of Chriſt St. George ; by whoſe imitation provoked, thou 
wmayſt ſo over-paſs both proſperous and adverſe Encounters, that baving ſtoutly 
vanquiſhed thy. Enemies, both of Body and Soul, thou mayſt not only receive the 
praiſe of this tranſient Combat , but be Crowned with the Palm of Eternal Vis 


Aory. | 
| Secondly, upon Buckling on the Garter about the ſaid Dukes Leg by the 


Duke of Ormond and Earl of Oxford, Knights and Companions of the faid 
| B Order, 
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Order, this following Admonition was read unto him by the foreſaid 
Chancellor. 


To the Honour of God Omnipotent , and in memorial of the Bleſſed Martyr 
St. George. tye about thy Leg for thy Renown this Noble Garter : Wear it as 
the Symbol of the moſt Illuſtrious Order , never to be forgotten or laid aſide ; 
that thereby thou mayſt be admoniſhed to be Courageous, and having undertas 
ken a juſt War , into which onely thou ſhalt be engaged, thon mayſt ſtand fiim, 
Valtantly fight, and Succeſsfully conquer. ” 


Shortly after which another Stall being vacant by the Death of the 11. 
luſtrious. Prince Charles the Second Prince Eleftor Palitine of the Rbyne,and 
Knight of the moſt Noble Order of the Garter,which hapned at Heidelberg 
16 May, 1685. And ata Chapter of the faid Order held at Whiteha# the 
18th &o of June then next following , it being concluded that the late 
Duke of Monmouth, one of the Knights of the ſaid Order, who then ſtood 
Attainted of High-Treaſon by ACt of Parliament, for Invading this Realm 
in ari Hoſtile manner, arid raiſing a Rebellion againſt His Majeſty,  ſhouſg 
be diſcarded of that Moſt Noble Order , and his Atchievements pulled 
down and kickt into the Caſtle Ditch , (which was accordingly performed 
by the Officers of Arms the day following) whereby another Stall became 
alſo vacant, the Companions aſſembled proceeded to the choice of a new 
Knight for filling up one of the two vacant Stalls, and the moſt Noble Lord 
Henry Earl of Peterborow, Firlt Gentleman of His Majeſties Bed-Cham 
being Ele&ted , was: at the fame time Inveſted by the Soveraign with t| 
leſſer George , and by Prince George of Derimark with the' Garter ; the 
fore-mentioned Significationsor Admonitions being then likewiſe pronout- 
ced and read unto him by the Chancellor of the ſaid Order. J 

And at another Chapter of the faid Noble Order held at Whitcha# the 
2.9th day of the ſaid Month of June , the tmoſt Noble Lord Lawrence Earl 
of Rocheſter Lord High Treaſurer of Erg/and was Eletcd into the othe 
vacant Stall , being firſt _— by the Soveraign with the Sword & 
State, and afterwards Inveſted in like manner with the leſſer George by His 
Majeſty, and with the Garter by the Earl of Bedford, the uſual Admonj- 
tions being read to him by the fore-ſaid Chancellor. | B 
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CHAP. II. 


Of the Inſtallation of the ſaid Three Knights at the Caſtle of 


Windfor. And firſt of their Proceeding to the Chapter- 


houſe. 


He three Knights Ele& together with the Dukes of Orwzowd and Beaji- 

fort , who were the two Knights Companions of the ſaid Orde, 
Commiſſioned by His Majeſty to pertorm the ſaid Inſtallation, being arf\- 
ved at Windſor on Wedneſday the 22. of July 1685. accompanied with the 
Duke of Somerſet, another Knight Companion of the ſaid moſt Noble Or- 
der; and being all Six Habited after the uſual manner in their Doublets and 
Trunk-hoſe of Cloth of Silver, with white Gloves, Shoes and Stockings, 
Garters

Garters and Roſes, Sc. and the two Commiſlioucts, and Duke and Somers 
ſet being in their full Habit , they met about Ten of the clock in the 
morning at the Lodgings of the Dean of Windſor, Regiſter of the ſaid moſt 
Noble Order, being a little to the Eaſtward of the Chappel of St. George - 
and the Poor Knights and Prebends belonging to the ſaid Colledge of Wind- 
ſor, being in their proper Habits, [viz. the Poor Knights in Gowns of Blew 
Cloth, with an Eſcocheon of the Arms of S#. George, viz. a Red Croſs in 
a White Field on the Shoulder , and the Prebends in Mantles of Crimſon 
Silk with a little Croſs in a Circle] and having placed themſelves in order 
in the Cloyſters, between the ſaid Deans Lodgings and the Chappel of St. 
George: And the Provincial Kings, Heralds, and Purſivants of Arms ha- 
ving Habited themſelves in the Deans Hall with His Majeſties Coats of 
Arms richly Imbroidered , according to their ſeveral degrees , and placed 
themſelves at the foot of the ſtairs leading to the Deans great Chamber ; the 
proceeding to the ſaid Chappel (in order to condudt the Bia Duke of Somerſet 
to his Stall , that he might be ready at the Offering, he not being other- 
wiſe concerned in the Ceremony) was as followeth. 

Firſt the Poor Knights Two and Two, the Jaxior firſt. 

Next the Prebends Two and Two, the Funior firſt. 
Then the Officers of Arms Two and Two, the Purſivants firſt. 
_— Duke of Somerſet in his full Habit , with his Cap and Feathers on 


Thus paſſing through the Cloyſters , and down the North Ifle of the 
ſaid Chappel, they entred the Quire at the Weſt-door; and the Poor 
Knights , Prebends and Officers of Arms , having made their double Re- 
verences, firſt to the Altar, and then to the Soveraigns Stall , and paſſed 
up towards the ſteps of the Altar, the ſaid Duke of Somerſet puting off his 
Cap, came alſo into theQuire, and having made the like double obeyſances, 
entred at the lower end of the Stalls on the Princes fide , and fo paſſed up 
- - own Stall , being the Eleventh on that ſide , and there ſeated him- 

elf. 

Then the poor Knights, Prebends , and Officers of Arms having again 
made their due Reverences, returned towards the Deans Lodgings to Con- 
du@t the Knights Commiſſioners and Knights Ele& to the Chapter-houſe, 
and placed themſelves in order as before. 

In the the mean while the Robes and other things to be uſed at the In- 
ſtallation of the ſaid Three Knights , being laid in readineſs upon Cuſhions 
of Crimſon Velvet towards the lower end of the Table in the Chapter- 
houſe, by Sir W:/iam Dugdale Knight, Garter Principal King of Arms, viz. 
for each of them a Surcoat of Crimſon Velvet lined with white , with a 
Crimſon Velvet Hood thereto belonging ; a Sword and Belt; a Mantle of 
Sky coloured Velvet lined with white ; a _ Coller and George conſiſting 
of Twenty ſix Garters of Gold, Enamelled , and Interlaced with as many 
Knots, with the figure of St. George appendant thereat, enricht with Dia- 
monds ; a Velvet Cap, the Band enriched with Diamonds,and adorned with 
a great Jewel before, and a large plume of White Feathers, with one black 
Tuft in the middle ; and laſtly a Book of the Statutes of the faid moſt No- 
ble Order richly bound. The Knights Ele&t having ſent for their Caps 
and Feathers, and the Officers of the Order having Robed themſelves, the 
Proceedings began as followerh. | 

Firſt the poor Knights Two and Two, as before.

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Next the Prebends. 
Then the Officers of Arms. 
Then the Knights Eleft Habited onely in thetr Doublets and Trunk- 
hoſe of Cloth of Silver, as before is ſaid, {ingle one after another, the Ju-

The Duke of Norfolk. 
Then the Officers of the Order, habited in their Mantles of Crimſon-Sat- 


tin, Lined with White , viz. Dr. Zaskard, Dean of Windſor, Regiſter of 
rhe Order, wearing the Badge of his Office, viz. a Book embelliſht, 
with a Garter, and two Pens acroſs. 

Sir William Dugdale, Garter King of Arms, bearing-+the Commiſſion for 
the Inſtallation, and wearing the Badge of his Office, hanging in a 
Gold Chain. 

Sir Thomas Duppa, Uſher of the ſaid Order, wearing the peculiar Badge 
of his Office, hanging likewiſe in a Gold Chain. | 

Then the Duke-of Ormond, and the Duke of Beaufort , Commiſſion- 
ers for the ſaid Inſtallation, in their under Suits of Cloth of Silver, 
and Mantles of Blew Velvet, with their Caps and Feathers on their 
Heads. x 

Being entred the Chappel , the three Knights Ele&t, turning to the left 

Hand, repoſed themſelves on three Chairs, placed at the Back of the Quire, 
the Duke of Norfolk on the left Hand next-to the Chapter-Houſe-Door, the 
Earl of Peterborow in the middle, and the Earl of Rocheſter on the right Hand, 
while the two Knights Commiſſioners went into the Chapter-Houſe, which 
is juſt at the entring the Chappel on theright Hand ; the Officers of the 


Order going in before them.

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CHAP. III 
The Ceremonies in the Chapter-Houſe. 


"T* HE two Knights Commiſſioners, and the three Officers of the Order 
being thusentred into the Chapter-Houſe, Garter, King of Arms, with 
three Reverences preſented the Soveraign's Commiſſion! tor the Inſtalling of 
the ſaid three Ele& Knights, to the Sextor Knight Commillioner, who de- 
livering it tothe Regiſter, the Regiſter forthwith read the ſame, and then re- 
turned it to the faid Knight Commiſſioner, who thereupon delivered it a- 
gain to the ſaid Regiſter, to beenter'd on Record in the RegifFer-book of the 
laid Order. 

' * Then Garter, King of Arms, and the Uſher of theBlack Rod, being com- 
manded by the Knights Commiſſioners, to bring in the Duke of Norfolk, 
came out of the Chapter-houſe , and having made their Obey ſances to the 
faid Duke (who fate all this while at the Back of the Quire) conducted him 
into the ſaid Chapter-howſe, where the ſaid Duke having made his Reverence, 
the Senor Knight Commiſſioner declared the Sovereign's great Favour to- 
wards him, in a full Admittance into this Honourable Society ; which the 
Duke humbly acknowledging, the faid Commiſſioners, with Garter's Aſliſt- 
ance, inveſted him with the Sarcoat before-mentioned, and girt the Sword 

about 
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about him over his Sarcoat, while the Regiſter pronounced the Admoniti- 
on following. 


Take this Robe of Parple to the Encreaſe of your Honour, and in Token or Sign 
of the moſt Honourable Order you have received; wherewith you being defen- 
ded, may be bold, not onely ſtrongly to fight,but alſo to offer your ſelf to ſhed 
your Blood for Chrilt's Faith, the Liberties of the Church, andthe juſt and 
neceſſary Defence of them that be oppreſſed and needy. 


The ſaid Duke being thus Inveſted with the Sarcoat, and girt with the 
Sword, remained in the Chapter-houſe with the Knights Commitiioners, whilſt 
Garter and the ſher having received the like Command to bring in the next 
Ele& Knight, viz. the Earl of Peterborow , introduced him into the Chap- 
ter-houſe .n like manner ; where being inveſted, and all other Ceremomes 
perform::d, as they were to the Duke of Norfo/k, they were ſent out again 
tor the youngeſt Knight Eleft, ſczl. the Earl of Rocheſter ; tro whom all things 
were pertormed in like manner. 


CHAT IT 
The Proceeding into the Quire. 


= E three Knights Elett being thus inveſted with part of the Habit 
| of the faid Noble Order , repoſed themſelves in the Chapter-houſe, 
whilſt the Knights Commiſſioners, and Officers of the Order, &c. procee- 
ded into the Chozre from the faid Chapter-houſe, through the North Ifle, and 
in at the Weſt door of the Choire (under the Organ) in this manner. 

Firſt the poor Knights two and two, the Juror firlt. 

Next the Prebends, two and two, the Funzor firſt. 

Then the Officers of Arms, two and two, the Purſivants firſt. 

Then the three Officers of the Order betore-mentioned, the Regiſter in 

the Middle. 

Then the Knights Commiſſtoners with their Caps and Feathers on their 

Heads until they came to the Quire. 

Being entred the Choire, the Poor Knights (making their Obeyſances in 
the middle of the Quire, firſt rowards the Altar,and then to the Sovereign's 
Stall) aſcended to the Steps betore the Altar , and there divided themſelves 
to the right and left. 

Next the Prebends (having made the like Obeyſances) took their Seats 
or Stalls, only two of them were conduQted up by a Yirger to the Altar, 
to receive the Atchievements, Ge. 

Then rhe Officers of Arms (having made the like Obeyfances) aſcended 
likewiſe to the Steps before the Altar, and dividing themſelves to the right 
and left, ſtood before the poor Knights. 

Then the three Officers of the Order, having made the like Obeyſances, 
came and ſtood before their own Seat or Form, on the Right Hand the 
Quire, a little before the Sovereign's Stall. 

Laſtly, the two Knights Commiſſioners,(after the like Obeyſances) came 
and ſtood in the Choire , under their reſpective Banners or Atchievements, 
which Atchievements, by the Soveraign's particular Warrant had been re-« 
moved higher into their proper places the day before , to the end the At»

CHAP Yv. 
The Offering of the Atchievements of the defun&t Knights. 


HE Atchievements of the late Soveraign and Prince Eleftor Pala- 

F tinebeing takendown and made clean, and placed in readineis, d- 
realy undcr their reſpeCtive Stalls, Garter came from his Seat, and (having 
mide his uſual Obeyſances towards the Altar and Sovereign's Stall, and al- 
ſo to the Knights Commiſſioners) conducted them to the piace where the 
Atchievements of the late Soveraign were laid. 

Then the Provincial King of Artns, C/arenceux and Norroy, came down 
from the Steps of the Altar to the Body of the Choire , and having made 
their uſual Reverences towards the Altar, and Sovereign's Sta!l, any alſo to 
the Knights Commiſſioners , diſpoſed themiclves a little Letore the faid 
Knights Commiſſioners on ether fide. 

Which cone, the two Knights Cemmiſlicners having receive irom Gar- 
ter the Banner of the late Soveraign halt rolled up, made their doublc C- 
beyſances ; and (being preceded by the faid Kings of Arms who allo made 
their due Reverences) paſſed up towards the Alrar, bearing the lower end 
of the Staff forcmoſt ; and making another double Reverence at the fir{t 
Haat pas , the two Kihgs of Arms, after an humble 'Obeyſance divided 
themielves, to make way for the Knights Commiſſioners, who being come 
to the upper Haut pas, made a ſingle Revercnce to the Altar, and raiſing 
the point of the Banner upwards, preſented it with a Bow to the two Ca- 
nons or Prebencis before-mentioned , who depolited it upon Cuſhions lzid 
before the Altar. 

Which done , the faid Kings of Arms having conducted the aforefaid 
Knights Commillioners back into the Choire , returned unto their places ; 
whereupon the two Sexzor Heralds came down, and making their double 
Reverences , as allo to the ſaid Knights Commiſſioners, to whom Garter 
delivered the Sword of the late Soveraign , with the Pommel or Hilt up- 
wards , conducted them up to the Altar,where, after the uſual Reverences, 
it was offered as aforeſaid. Then returning again, Garter delivered them 
the Helm and Creſt, which they offered in like manner,the two next He- 
ralds conduCting them. | 

In like ſort the Atchievements, viz. the Banner, Sword, and Helm and 
Creſt of the latePrince Elefor Palatine were offered up by the faid Knights 
Commiſſioners, conduQted by two Officers of Arms. 

Which being performed , the Knights Commiſſioners making their uſual 
Obeyſances , returned , and ſtood under their reſpective Banners, and the 
Officers of Arms return'd to their ſtations at the Steps before the Altar. 


CHAP. 
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GAP FS 


The Inſtall 1tion of the Three Ele K nights; and firſt the intros 
ducing the Senior Knight Ele& to bis Stall. 


He Atchievements thus offered, the poor Knights came down from 
the Steps before the Altar (the Janior firſt) into the middle of the 
Choire ; where making their double Reverences, they proceeded out of the 
Chappel towards the Chapter-Houſe; and next to thein, the Ofſhicers of Arms 
in like Order, zs alſo the chree Officers of the Order, and the two Knights 
Commillioners. | 
Being come into the North Ile, the Poor Knights divided themſelves to 
the Right and Leſt, and the Officers of Arms paiiing between them, nearer 
to the Chapter-ZZouſe-Door, divided themſelves in Ike manner, while the 
Officers ot the Order and Knights Commiſſioners patiing through them, 
entred rne Chapter-Houſe, where the three Knights Elect ftillremained. 
Whence aiter a ſhort ſtay, the Knights Commiſſioners bringing the Sentor 
Knight Elect ( /ci/. the Duke of Norfolk) they proceeded towards the 
Qurre in form aforeſaid, tar is to ſay, firft, the Poor Knights, next, the Of- 
ficers of Arms; then the tliree Officers of the Order (Garter going in the 
middle, betwixt the Regifter and Zſher of the Order) bearing on a Crimſon 
Velvet Cuſhon, rhe Mantle, Hood, great Collar, and Book of Statutes betore 
him. Then the iaid Duke, or Senior Knight Elect, mn his Surcoat bare-licaded, 
with his Cap and Fearher in his Hand, berwixt the two Knights Commiſſic» 


ners, who wore therr Caps and Feathers till the entrance into the Quire. 


Thus entring the Quire, the Poor Knights and Officers of Arms, makin 
their uſual Obeyſances, went up to their tormer Station at the Steps before 
the Alrar; while the Officers of the Order making the like Reverences, came 
before the Stall deſign'd tor the Sextor Knight Ele&t, being the Twelfth Stall 
on the ſide called the Prince's Side. And Garter having orderly diſpoſed the 
Mantle, Hood, Collar, &c. before the Stall deſign'd for the faid Duke, came 
and ſtood in the Quire, with the other two Officers juſt before the faid 
Stall. 

Then the Knights Commiſſioners making the like Reverences, came in- 
to the lower or middle Row of Stalls, direC&tlv under the deGgned Stall of 
the ſaid Senor Knight Elect, whom they introduced between them into the 
ſaid lower Space or Row oppoſite to his Stall, where being placed, the Re- 
gifter of the ſaid Order ſtanding in the Quire betore him, read his Oath tg 
him, Garter holding the Book, whereon the faid Kniglt Elect lay'd his hand ; 
the Form of which Oathis as tollows : 

Ton being choſen to be one of the Honourable Company of this moſt Noble Or- 
der of the Garter, ſhall promiſe and ſwear by the Holy Evangeliſts,by you here 
touched, that wittingly or willingly you ſhall not break any Statute of the ſaid 
Order, or any Articles in them contained; the ſame being agreeable and not re- 
pugnant to the Laws of . Almighty God,and the Laws of this Realm, as far forth 
as to you belongeth and appertaineth ; ſo God help you and his Holy Word. 

The Oath being thus adminiſtred , and the faid Elect Knight having 
kiſſed the Book , he was led by the Knigints Commiſtioners up to the Stall 
appointed for him, through the middlc Entrance,and by them placed betore 
it, CHAP: 
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CHAP. VII. 


The Inſtallation of the Duke of Nortolk, being the Senior Knight 
EleS. 


E B:- Duke thus ſtanding in his Stall (which, as is faid before, was the 
Twelfth, of loweſt but one on the Princes Side) Garter advanced in- 
to the lower Row or Stalls to the place where the Knight Ele& rook his 
Oath, and with an Obeyſance to the Knigats Commiſſioners, preſented to 
them the Mantle wherewith they inveſted the ſaid Duke, and put on the 
Hood upon his Right Shoulder over the Mayz/e, bringing the 7Tippet athwart 
his Breaſt, and tucking it under his Belt or Girdle, in the doing whereof, the 
Regiſter read unto him the Admonition following, 

Receive this Robe of Heavenly Colour, the Livery of this Moſt Excellent 
Order, in augmentation of thy Honour, Ennobled with the Shield and Red Croſs 
of Our Lord; by whoſe Power thou mayſt ſafely pierce Troops of thine Enemies, 
and be over them ever Viftorious : And being in this Temporal Warfare Glori- 
_ " Egregious and Heroick Aftions, thou mayſt obtain Eternal and Trium- 

vant 70Yy. 
: Then the Knights Commiſſioners put on the great Col/er of the Order a- 
bout his Shoulders, tying it at each Shoulder over his Mantle and Hood, 
while the Regiſter read to him the Admorition enſuing, 

Wear this Collar about thy Neck, adorn'd with the Image of the Bleſſed 
Martyr and Souldier of Chriſt St. George ; by whoſe imitation provoked, thou 
mayſt ſo over-paſs both proſperous and adverſe Encounters, that having ſtoutly 
vanquiſhed thy Enemies, both of Body and Soul, thou mayſt not only receive the 
praiſe of this tranſient Combat , but be Crowned with the Palm of Eternal Vi- 
tory. 

After this the ſaid Knights Commiſſioners prefented the new Inveſted 
Knight with the Book of Statutes; and having put the b/ack Yelver Cap, a- 
dorned with Plumes of white Feathers upon his Head, and placed him in 
his Stall, the Knight ſo Inſtalled roſe up, and putting off his Cap and Fea- 
thers,, made his double Obeyſances ,* firſt towards the Altar , and then 
towards the Soveraign's Stall, whereupon the Knights Commiſſioners em- 
bracing himas their Fellow and Companion, he fate down again uncovered 
in his aſſigned Stall. 

Which done, the Knights Commiſſioners (making their Obeyſances) came 
down into the Quire, and ſtood under their reſpeCtive Banners.

CHAP. VIII. 
The Inſtallation of the Earls of Peterborow and Rocheſter. 


T HE Earl of Peterborow being next to be Inſtalkd, the poor Knights 
and Officers of Arms, came down from the Steps before the Altar, 
and making their uſual Obey fances, proceeded out of the Quire, the Officers 
of the Order, and Knights Commiſſioners following them, and thence to 


the 
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the Chapter-Houſe again, as they did when they went to fetch in the Duke 
of Norfolk Chap. 6. whence they conducted the next Ele&t Knight, ſcil. the 
Earl of Peterborow, in the ſame Order as before, into the lower Space before 
his deſign'd Stall, being the loweſt Stall on the Soveraign's Side ; where ha- 
ving taken the Oath before recited, the Knights Commiſſioners conducted 
him up to his proper Stall, and inveſted him with the Ma»t/e, ood, and 
Great Coller, the Regiſter reading unto him the ſeveral Admonitions betore re- 
cited ; after which they preſented him with the Book of Statutes; and having 
put on his Velvet Cap with Feathers, placed him in his Stall, all things being 
performed in the ſame manner, as before for the Duke of Norfo/k. 

Laſtly, The Poor Knights, Officers of Arms, and Officers of the Order, 
conducted the Knights Commiſlioners out of the Quire again to the Chap- 
ter-Houſe, inthe ſame manner as before, whence they brought betwixt them 
the third, or youngeſt Knight Ele&t, ſczl. the Earl of Rocheſter, and Inſtalled 
him in the lowelt Stall on the Prince's Side ; performing all things as before 
for the firſt and ſecond Knights. 

All the three Knights being thus Inſtalled, the Officers of the Order con- 
ducted the Knights Commiſſioners to their reſpeQive Stalls, and (making 
their uſual Obeyſances) went to their own Seat. 

Then the Officers of Arms came down from the Altar into the Chozre, 
to hear divine Service ; the Kings of Arms firſt, and after them the Poor 
Knights to their Seats, tne Eldeſt firſt,

CHAP. I X. 
The Offering of Gold aud Silver. 


"a Divine Service began, and the Communion, or Second Service 
being performed, and the Creed Sung, at the Words, Lex your light 


ſo ſhine beforemen, &c. The Poor Knights making their Obeyſances, aſcended 


to their Station at the Steps before the Altar, the Funzor firlt, and after them 
the Officers of Arms in like manner, flanking the ſaid Poor Knights. 

Then Garter came from his Form to the middle of the Choire, where 
making his uſual Obeyſances, he ſummoned down from their Stalls the two 
Funior new Inſtalled Knights, viz. the Earls of Rocheſter and Peterborow , 
who made their double Reverences in the Quire, and then placed themſelves 
under their reſpective Banners. 

Next he ſummon'd down the Sexzor new Inſtalled Knight, ſci]. the Duke 
of Norfo/k, then the Duke of Somerſet, then the Junior Knight Commiſlioner, 
the Duke of Beaufort, and after him the Sexzor Knight Commiſſioner, the 
Duke of Ormond; who ſeverally making their Obeyſances, placed them- 
ſelves in like manner, under their reſpe&tive Banners. 

The Six Knights ſtanding thus under their ſeveral Banners, the two 
Kings of Arms, C/arenceux and Norroy came down into the Choire, and ha- 
ving made their double Reverences, as alſo their Obeyſance to the Eldeſt 
Knight Commiſſioner, ſczl. the Duke of Ormond, they conducted him up to- 
wards the Altar, and he having made his uſual Reverences, both at the Quire 
and at the firſt Step, or F7aut-pas, kneel'd down on one Knee at the upper 
Step (a Velvet Cuſhion being laid for that purpoſe) and offer'd Gold and Sil. 
ver, two of the Prepends holding a large gilt Baſin, in which they received it, 
making their Reverence to the ſaid Knight Companion. 

D Having 
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Having Offer'd, the faid Kings of Arms,making their uſual Oteyſances, 
conduted him to the Eaſt end, or Paſſage into the Companions Stalls, of the 
Soveraign's ſide, where he made his Obeyfances, and ſo paſling through the 
Stalls, went up to his proper Seat or Stall, being the Fourth Stall on that 
ſide, where he repeated the uſual Obeyſances and reſted himſelf, 

Then the two Senior Heralds conduQted up the Funior Knight Commiſſi- 
oner, the Duke of Beaufort, who Offer'd in like manner, and returned to his 
Stall, being the Sixth Stall on the Prince's fide, by the loweſt paſſage or en- 
trance into the ſaid Stalls. 

Then the two next Heralds condufted up the Duke of Somerſet, who 
Offer'd Gold and Silver in like manner, and returned to his Stall, being the 
Eleventh Stall on the Prince's ſide, by the Eaſt paſſage or entrance on that 
ſide, making the like Reverences. Then two other Heralds conducted up 
the Sexjor Inſtalled Knight to the Altar, who Offer'd, and return'd to his 
Stall in like manner. 

Laſtly, Two other Officers of Arms making their accuſtomed Reve- 

ences, conducted up the two Junior Inſtalled Knights together ( being 
Pairs or Fellows to each other, which the other Knights were not) who ma- 
king their uſual Obeyſances, Offer'd Gold and Silver in manner aforeſaid, 
and return'd to their reſpeCtive Stalls, the Earl of Peterborow to the Thir- 
tcenth, or loweſt Stall on the Soveraign's ſide, and the Earl of Rocheſter to 
the Thirteenth , or loweſt Stall on the Prince's ſide; each being conduCted 
thither by one Officer of Arms. 


CHAP. X. 
The Receſs. 


He Offering thus performed, and the Knighte remaining in their re« 

ſpeive Stalls, the Officers of the Order at their peculiar Seat or 

Form, and the Officers of Arms and Poor Knights at the Steps before the 

Altar,flanking on each ſide : Divine Service proceeded,and ending with par- 

ticular Prayers for the Soveraign and Knights Companions, the BenediCtion 
was pronounced. 

Whereupon a Virger reverently condufted.down the two Prebends from 
the Altar to their own Seats among their Fellows in the Quire. Which done, 
Garter coming from his Form, and making his Reverences in the Chozre, ſum- 
mon'd downall the ſix Knights, wvzz. the two Junior firſt, and then the other 
four, one after another, who (after their accuſtomed Reverences) came and 
{tood in the Quire under their reſpe&tive Banners. Then the Officers of the 
Order made their due Reverences, and ſtood before their own Seat. 

Then the Poor Knights deſcended from the Steps before the Altar, by two 
and two, the Junior firſt, and (making their joynt double Reverences in the 
middle of the Quire) proceeded out of the Chappel ; then the Prebends de- 
ſcending fr om their Seats or Stalls into the middle of the Chozre, made the like 
double Reverences joyntly, and going out two by two, the Junior firſt, fol. 
lowed the two Poor Knights; Next to them the Officers of Arms deſcended 
trom the Steps before theAltar,and making the like double Reverences joynt- 
ly in the middle of the Quire, followed the Prebends by two and two, the 
Purfivants firſt, then the three Officers of the Order (making the like Reve- 
rences) followed the Officers of Arms ; the Regiſter in the middle, Garter on 
the right hand, and theTſher on the left : Laſtly, the Sixx Knights Compani- 
ons in order followed the faid Officers after having made their reſpetive O. 

beyſances 
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beyſances, wiz, the Earls of Rocheſter and Peterborow together, being Fel. 
lows; Next the Duke of Norfolk, then the Duke of Somerſet, then the Duke 
of Beaufort, and laſtly, the Duke of Ormond. 

Thus paſſing out of the Quire at the Weſt-Door under the Organ, they 
went out of the Chappel at the South-Door, and fo proceeded in Order to 
the Upper Ward of the Caſtle, the Souldiers of the Caſtle being drawn up in 
a Line as they paſſed along, 

Being come to the great Iron-gate, at the entrance into the Royal Lodg- 
ings ; the Poor Knights and Prebends open'd to the right and left, and the Ot- 
ficers of Arms and Officers of the Order condiifted the Knights into the 
Queen's Preſence-Chamber, their Trains being held up all the way by the 
Quiriſters : Where the new Inſtalled Knights returning their thanks to the 
Commiſſioners, they took leave of one another for the preſent, and retired 
to their ſeveral Apartments to diſrobe themſelves; and about an hour after 
met again in the Kings great Guard-Chamber, where a noble Feaſt of hot 
and cold Meats, with a Banquet by way of an Ambigue, being prepared at 
the joynt charges of the new Inſtalled Knights, by Mr. Lamb His Majeſties 
Maſter Cook ; they fate down to Dinner, accompanied with divers Noble» 
men and Perſons of Quality ; other Tables being alſo provided for the Noblc- 
womenand their Attendants, and for the Officers at Arms and others.
